For a long time California and other states have 
 chafed under the antiquated restrictions of the 1902 
federal reclamation act which limits purchase of irri- 
larger than 160 acres. Like 
that had merit when estab- 
n outdated by the realities 

of a changing economy. 

Now it appears California, at least, is going to do 
something about updating it. Governor Ronald Reagan 
is urging the legislature and the state’s congressional 
delegation to seek amendment of the act to, among 
other things, increase the limitation to 640 acres. 

Even that figure has limited value, the Governor 
acknowledges, since farm sizes required in California 
for really efficient operation range from 600 to more 
than 1000 acres, due in ey part to labor shortages 
which have forced a high degree of farm mechaniza- 
tion. However, chances of outright repeal of the limi- 

tation are small, in view of the doctrinaire opposition 
such efforts always arouse. And any change for the 
better would be a long-needed and sensible step in the 
right direction. ;
